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REMARKS 

Claims 1-3 and 7-10 are indicated as allowable by the present non-final Office Action. 
Claims 4-6, 1 1-29, and 38 have been rejected by the present non-final Office Action. After entry 
of the present amendment, claims 1-3 and 7-10 remain pending, and claims 4-6, 11-29, and 38 
have been withdrawn without prejudice to filing a divisional or continuation application. No 
new matter has been added by the foregoing amendments. Reconsideration of the application is 
respectfully requested in view of the present amendment and accompanying remarks. 

Claim Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 101 
The Office Action rejected claim 4 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because the claimed invention 
was allegedly directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 4 has been withdrawn, and 
therefore this rejection is moot. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 
The Office Action rejected claims 4-6, 1 1-29, and 38 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,890,141 to Carney et al. (hereinafter "Carney"). Claims 4-6, 
1 1-29, and 38 have been withdrawn, and therefore this rejection is moot. 

Notice of Allowance Requested 
Since rejected claims 4-6, 11-29, and 38 have been withdrawn by this amendment, and 
the present non- final Office Action indicated claims 1-3 and 7-10 are allowable, a Notice of 
Allowance is requested for claims 1-3 and 7-10.
